An institution of lenrning, like Mount 


Caruiel, is a theater on which aro exhib- 
ited tho conflicting forces in science, so- 
cial economy and religion. 
It becomes 


also a high .vatch-tower from .which can 
be observad tho groat movements at work 
among men. From this stand-point, wo 
will consider tho slow rising aod tho 
sometimes rapid progress of prominent 
tendencies in the religious thought and 
lifo ot onrjtimes. 


1. A tendency o' our ago is its self- 


sufficiency. It Is proud of its knowledge, 
its virtues, its work, and its achievements; 
and is wanting in a grave, reverential, 
and forgiving spirit. Still, this BOlI-re- 
iiaiico, when properly directed, gives 
moro force and deiinitecess to Christian 
labor. 


2. Another tendency is rationalism. It 


denies any place or culture as belonging 
to faith. It agrees with the gospel in 
mu'ung tho lovo of truth a ruling princi- 
plo of action. Its effect upon the mind 
is bolittling and crippling, though it at- 
Cims that there are realities, and that we 
can know them. It will doubtless guide 
to tho elimination of errors which have 
crept into tho religious opinions ;of men. 


3. A third tendency 13 tho scientific/ 


bias. It has contributed largely. toward, 
ao/>nrm^Vfl''.*'"—-••—--^-~4 -" ~ -• 
a~J~f 


It ia a revival of tho oxd Greek mode o* 
thinking, and drives ns from too exclu- 
sive reliance upon supeiaatural-agenciea, 
It has forced, in some cases, Christianity 
into an unnatural antagonism with itself. 


4. A fourth tendency consists in the in- 


dustrial pursuits. The forces of nature 
are pressed, as never before, into the. ser- 
vice of man; and, as thus used, are break- 
ing down tho prejudices of many people 
against a civilized and Christian life. Our 
industries are developing great energy of 
character. The now inventions are influ- 
encing Pagan and Mohammedan minds 
to accept Christ. 


5. The last tendency noticed id tho in- 


tensely practical spirit ' The favorite 
text of the world ie, "By their fruits ye 
shall know them." This tendency is 
healthful, as it develops pluck and cour- 
age, and insuros success. Its danger lies 
in demanding tho immediate advantage, 
and iu being impatient with the remote. 
It has not prevented tho manifestations 
of deep and fervent sontiment. It is also 
philanthropic, and develops some phases 
of thought highly favorable to tho Chris- 
tian religion.
